A second time the Republicans of Bucks 


county have repudiated Bryan and en- 
dorsed McKinley and the principles of the 
party he represents. The Kansas City 
platform of Democracy, like that devised 
at Chicago, has been smashed Into kind- 
ling wood so far ns this county is con- 
cerned, and McKinley will receive a tre- 
mendous majority. 
The Republicans of 


Bucks also recognized the importance of 
having their party represented in Congress 
and the Senate, and they therefore stood 
loyally by the Assembly candidates and 
Hon. Irving P. Wanger. The story in a 
sentence is that the Republicans swept 
the county. At ten o'clock Wednesday 
morning, with some of the returns atill out, 
County Chairman Shelly, who was himself 
elected District Attorney, estimated that 
the majority for McKinley would be about 
2,000, with Wanger a close second and the 
District Attorney mnjority about 1500. 
In apite of the opposition of the few men 
who have been working to defeat the As- 
sembly ticket Messrs. Winner, Wilkinson 
and Edwarde were elected by majorities 
estimated at the hour uamed at about 800. 


Baum and Kohl w,ill be close to the lead- 


~.B. Estimated on the vote for Stone Re- 
pulicans h*\e made gains in a mnjority of 
districts. Here are a few facts gleaned 
from the returns, with the bad news pre- 
sented first: 


The Assemblymen were cut in Bristol, 


Bristol township West, Falls Upper, New 
Hope, Richlnndtown, Solebury Middle, 
Tullytown and Warwick. 
In these dis- 


tricts the heaviest outs were made, Bristol 
township alone cutting 60. In this dis- 
trict McKinley had 116 votes and Winner, 
Wilkinson and Edwards 66, 66 and 70 re- 
spectively. New Hope borough went Dem- 
ocratic with 138 straight Democratic votes 
and 110 Repulican votes. This does not 
show the cut tickets in that borough. Falls 
Upper cut the Assembly candidates about 
35 but McKinley had a gain of 45. 


On the other Tmnd, as stated, there were 


great gains for Republicans in majiy dis- 
tricts. For instance there was a gain of 
46, 17 and 33 in the First, Second and 
Third wards of Doylestown. There was a 
gain of 47 in Blooming Glen in Hilltown, 
a gain of 61 in Langhorne, 42 in Hilltown 
District, 12 in Silverdale and the tremen- 
dous gain of 111 in Newtown. Thus there 
was a veritable landslide for the party in 
Bucks. Many of the Republican oppo- 
nents of the Assemblymen and Democrats 
were banking on the defeat of that portion 
of the ticket, some claiming a big majori- 
ty for the Democratic candidates, but 
their estimates were way off. County 
Chairman Shelly was enthusiastic in his 
praise of the Republican Committeemen 
and workers in every district. In no in- 
stances was he deceived by the ante-elec- 
tion reports sent in. The voters also re- 
sponded loyally, and are to be congratu- 
lated upon the result. Mayne's statement 
made at the county convention that the 
convention "might support the Assembly 
nominees but all hell couldn't elect them," 
was recalled by many of the voters who 
demonstrated the unreliable character of 
that prophecy. 


Dojlestown Republicans received the 


-returns in Lenape Hall, and the Demo- 
crats in their club room below. 
It was 


soon quiet in the rathskeller, while up- 
stairs there was cheering, speechmaking 
and enthusiasm, Amid all the uproar 
County Chairman Shelly and Hugh B. 
Eastburn, Esq., the latter the patron saint 
of the Assemblymen, sat and figured up 
the returns. Finally Mr. Eastburn, who 
was arrayed in yachting cap to prepare for 
the voyage if the worst happened, pushed 
back the visor and announced that the 
county was* safe. 
The announcement was 


passed along and the old hall was almost 
rent asunder by the cheers. The Demo- 
crats long before had given up the fight. 


The result has been a crashing defeat 


for Democracy. They realize that this 
was the opportunity of their lives to win, 
and failing with discord in the Republican 
ranks they now view the situation as 
hopeless.

The Bucks County Teachers' Institute 


adjourned on Friday evening after one of 
the most successful sessions over held. 
The receipts, which were far in advance 
of those of recent years, indicated an in- 
crease in the evening attendance. 
They 


amounted to $1336.20. It is also interest- 
ing to note that of the several hundred 
teachers in the county but three were ab- 
sent, and they were detained by illness. 
All these facts point to an increasing rath- 
er than declining interest in the Institute. 
In reviewing the work of the week it must 
be said that the West Chester Normal 
School carried off the prize in the way of 
entertaining and popular instructors. From 
this institution flame Dr, 8. 0. Scamuoker, 
with his extremely interesting talks, on 
nature study, pie addresses here from 
year to year have been very potent in 
awakening interests in this delightful 
field of research, and a large audience al- 
ways assembles to hear him. Then there 
was Prof. Frank H. Green, of the same 
institution, whose instruction is ever 
fresh and inspiring. 
One of his best talks 


this year was on the subject of character 
building, a discourse that lifted 
the 


science of teaching above the sordid plane 
upon which it has been held by many who 
contend that the only value of instruc- 
tion is in fitting the youth tp mftke money 
or acquire place and power. An interest- 
ing feature of the week was the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the Directors Association, 
which met Thursday morning in the schoo: 
building and in joint session in the after- 
noon with the teachers. The Directors 
discussed many school topics of mterest, 
but perhaps the one that attracted most 
attention was a paper by Hugh B. East- 
bum, Ban. of Doylestown, Secretary "of 
the SftssP' Board here, whose paper an- 
swerfilml detail many of the statements 
mafflWy Judge Yerkes in a recent charge 
toTOe Grand Jury to the effect that the 
modern public school curriculum does no 
fit the graduate to engage in the everyday 
pursuits of life, but on the contrary has 
a tendency in many instances to lead him 
to embark^in a life of crime.

burn said those who opposed advanced 
learning were few, and among them were 
some who evidently feared the obliteration 
of the lines that now distinguish the 
glasses from the masses. He inquired

Taken altogether the Institute' this year 
refutes the charge that, like the county 
fair, these annual meetings are on the 
decline.

Philadelphia, Nov. 8.—Late returns 


Indicate that Pennsylvania gave over 
300,000 plurality for the Republican 
ticket, exceeding even the 
record 


breaking plurality of 295,072 in 1896. 
Of this plurality Philadelphia furnishes 
over 126,000 and Allegheny county, In- 
cluding Pittsburg, nearly 50,000. Bryan 
carried 15 of the 67 counties In the 
state. 


In this city the fusion of the Demo- 


crats with the Municipal League cut 
down the Republican county majority, 
but J. Hampton Moore, for city treas- 
urer, and Jacob Singer, for register ot 
wills, are elected by about 50,000 plu- 
rality. 


The result of former Senator Quay s 


effort to secure control of a sufficient 
number of members of the Incoming 
legislature to Insure his return to the 
United States senate is as yet in doubt.

This season at Nome has been a dienp- 
ointment all round. The scarcity of 
ater for mining purposes retarded work 
nd prevented those who wanted to work 
rom doing so, and most all hnve returned 
sappointed. Very elaborate and expen- 
ve preparations were mnde for commer- 
n\ business, far beyond the demands of 
IB place or what was instilled by the 


mineral development, yet there are indica- 


ous to promise a good camp for several 
ears. 
The coming place is Port Clarence, 
here the ruth will be next spring, and I 
resume it wi 11 be nearly us great as it waa 
ere last spring. 
The etorm line returned with nil the vio- 
ince of last week and is playing havoc with 
verything along the ehore. 
Oommuniea- 


on is stopped between shore and vessels, 
he latter I think have mostly gone to sea. 
ut as the rain is more violent than be- 
ore I have not gone out to look. Oppo- 
te my office ia adrive-way between buidd- 
ngs through which I can see enough of the 
cean to realize its condition. 
The rain is a down-pour so that it takes 
alf my time to sweep out the water coni- 
ng in under the office door. 


Tho exposed water front here will cor-

Wednesday, Sept. 12, 9 p. m.

It was broad 
aylight with the sun setting. The weath- 
r was perfect and the sea as smooth as 
_lass. Tonight it is dark at 6.30 and it 
a intensely dark. 
Tho wind is rocking

sea drowns all other sounda. The waves,

Thursday afternoon. 


The violence of the storm evidently oulf- 


minated last night and today, though con- 
tinuing, there is not the down-pour of rain, 
nor the violence of wind and waters. 


The "Skookum" lies on shore cloae up 


to the buildings, broken and destroyed as 
a vessel, but will probably hold togetlier 
till the storm abates when she will pro ba- 


be broken up for fire wood. She was an 


.mmense barge, built of square til nber 
bolted together, carrying 2500 to 300O tons 
of freight, with two masta and sails. 
She 


arought up here three or four hundred 
tiead of horses and cattle besides sheep 
and an immense amount of freight; among 
other things some steam tuga, launches, 
barges, etc. 
The cost of her construction 


was $45,000 and as there was nothing about 
her but rough lumber some idea of her 
proportions may be obtained. 


The destruction caused by the storm is 


beyond description. 
Fifteen to two thous- 


and tons of coal went into the sea which 
had a value here, on closing of navigation, 
of $40 to $60 per ton. Merchants in some 
instances work'ed all night hauling goods 
from their stores up to the tundra. 
At 


the upper end of town, toward Snake, 
river, Front street is elimanated. 
A 


large building on the water side of the 
street, that I was in at six o'clock, looking 
out to the sea, ia gone. In the street, 
crushing houses on the upper side is the 
steamer "Quickstep." The A. C. Co.'a 
barge "York" one of the two largest here 
was loaded with 160 tons of goods from 
the "St. Paul" when the storm came oni 
ten days ago. It could not then get ashore, 
and was taken out to Sledge Island, tern 
miles distant, for shelter. In the calmi 
that intervened it was brought back to, 
discharge. 
Now it lies entirely under 


water on the beach with cabins and all tjs» 
goods washed off and will no doubt go. to 
pieces. 
" Of more than one hundred barges* that 
were here, not one is afloat and it is pro- 
bable that not six can be put into service 
again.
